It 
would appear by the information we have 
received that ‘on impression prevails in 
the minds of Mr. Stipendiary Magistrate 
Saunders and his Bench Clerk, that by 
the I of the Pre-emption Acts of 
1861, all titles acquired under those Acts 
were made void unless the pre-cmptors 
teke. the precantion to pre-empt their 
lends over again and’take out fresh + er- 
tifi We are tuld that a highly re- 
apectable farmer named Swartz, an 
Ameria citizen, has been informed by 
the Clerk of the Bench that a title ac- 
tquired by him to land pre empted by Dr. 
and.porchased by Swartz frome 
moan named Murray, is utterly worthless, 
and that he most not only pre-empt his 
land anew ander the law of 1870, bot in 
ester to hold it at a'l he most take the 
oath of allegiance and become a Bri'ish 
subject. Severul others have received 
-ostoilar notices, but whether the facts 
im each particulor case are the same as 
those of Swar'z’s, we ore onprepared to 
siy. If the conditions of the preemption 
law had been fully complied with by Foster 
“and Murray before the Jund was trans- 
«ferred to Swarts, and if it were not 
reqtired under the Pre-emption Or- 
dinawce by virtue of which Foster 
made his pre-emption that every pre 
emptor should be ® British subject, 
native or naturalized, Swartz's claim is 
certainly good; but unless the condi- 
~ tions, both as to pre-emption and natur- 
alization, were complied with by the 
pre-emptor; or the person’ to wlom he 
transferred his interest, the validity of 
Rwarts’s- claim may be questionable, 
However that may be, is not for us to 
inquire, into just now; but we can 
scarcely conceive how the Lillooet Mugis- 
trate could err in the matter at all if he 
took the trouble to read the Act of 1870, 
for inthe very. first section of that 
Act it is distinctly declared that the re- 
peal of ‘the various Acts relniing to 
Crown Lands, from 1859 to 1862 inelu, 
‘sive;“‘shall not prijodies or affect any 
rights acquired or p»ymexsts due, or fur- 
feitures or penalties iveurred prior to the 
passing of this Ordinance in respect of 
any land in this colony.” Nut having 
the repealed atatates within reach, we 
ate unprepared to say whether the right 
to. pre-empt Crown Lands was covfiued 
to British subjects or not, but we pre- 
sume sach was the case; and hence i is 
but just to the Lillooet Magistrate to 
asame that the action he has taken 
touching the pre-empted lands in bis Dis- 
trict has reference to land held by per- 
none, like Swartz, who are aliens, and 
therefore not lega!ly entitled to hold 
lands under a pre-emption title. Ifsuch 
he the case, we cannot ssy be is mach 
to blame. The Naturalization Law of 
this Province is as liberal in its provisions 
@8 any one could possibly desire, and if 
aliens cannot bring themselves to accept 
them, and thereby become subjects of 
the Q seen, they have uo right to com- 
plain of aufair treatment if they are de~ 
nied the privilege of acquiring Crown 
property, a privilege pot accorded to 
aliens in any State or country that we 
are aware of, We are glad to see that 
large numbers of aliens are at the pre- 
sent time availing themselves of the 
vileges enjoyed by native-born su! jects 
y tuking out naturalization papers and 
becoming citizens by adoption.

Eprror Stawparo Bell, a miver, 
convicted of wilful murder, is now @ privuner 
in Victoria jail, ‘He tived at Nanaimo, aod 
married an Indian woman, be loved ber ; 
she is the mother of his children. He was « 
good husband, a kind fatber, & peaceful in- 
offensive man,”’ Du hot suppose f aw giviog 
him @ character; that is the uncontradicted 
testimooy of several witnesses,who knew him 
for many years, and appeared in Court, 
summoned by the Crown, to prove bim guilty 
of wilful murder. 

Why did ‘the peaceable inoffensive man”’ 
commit » mnrder?) Why did be kill Thomas 
Dadson? Hear the witnesses. They are 
ananimous in declaring that Bell lived io 
peace, loving his wife; be and she were bappy 
together until Thomas Dadson came to 
reside in a cabin. within s few yards of their 
house and seduced the woman. The basbaod 
discovered her guilt and bis own dishonor, 
the feelmg of shame enters bis soul, the 
shame is driven out by rage, but the man of 
peace is still bis own master. Wishing to 
obey the law, or dreading the consequences 
of disobeying its mandates, be calis ov Dad 
son, and says, “You have seduced my wife - 
you bad better leave ; if you stay here I'l) kill 
-ou.”” The seducer, aware of his guilt, and 
alarmed by the terrible look of the dishon- 
oured husband prepares fo leave a:d enters 
the village; there, in a public place, he boasts 
that he hae seduced bis neighbours wife,and 
this boast causes hisown death. He removes 
to another village witbin three miles of the 
scene of his guilt. Bell bears the seducer 
has published the history of shame, the 
busbund ‘sees himself, bis wife, his children, 
dishonoured, and diegraced for ever, and the 
love of peace, that prompted bim to warn the 
seducer, is driven out by ungovernable fury. 

Was he mad? If we may judge of the 
condition of bis mind by the testimony of the 
witnesses he was not syne. The threat tw 
kill the quiet old man, Hughes, who bad not 
offended him, and the observation that fol- 
lowed in a moment ‘‘ah, no. you're a good 
man,’’ show thxt savity and insanity con- 
tended in «he minJ,end destroyed the power of 
self-control. In this condition of mind Bell 
sees the senucer, rushes on him, parsues bim 
iato the brush and kills him. Butchered 
withia knife, and battered with a pistol, the 
seducer is a terrible picture to bebold. You 
pity him. So dol. Look at the prisoner, 
the father, the husband, the lover, the man 
of feelng with the rope about bis ueck, 
driven to desperation by the savage boast of 
the base seducer. Can you withbold your 
pity for bim? Is he not entitled to mercy? 
Let us look at the evidence, 

Premeditation must precede murder to 
muke it wilful. In this case the only clear 
evidence of premeditation is presented by the 
warning, Beil gave to Datson, and this 18 in 
favour of the prisoner; it shows he made s 
great effurt to resist the that prompted 
bim to kill. Evidence of the premeditation 
tbat makes morder wilful is very slight in- 
deed. The reckless manser of the man, the 
dvclaration of the intention to kill, the 
public attack, the immediate demand to be 
arrested and banded over to the law, are not 
evideuce of the premeditation required as 
proof to make marder wilfal, These facts 
might be accepted as evidence of insanity, 
but if you accept them as proof of premedi- 
tation you must admit that Bell premeditated 
suicide, and this would be evidence of in- 
sanity. 

‘ibe chief magistrate and all others en- 
trusted with the protection of life, property, 
and morality, are bound to do what is neces 
sary to preserve order. In society, where 
criminals are abundant, itis sometimes sec- 
essary to strangle s man half guilty in public 
as « wurning to others; but amongst @ popu- 
lation like our own, the most peaceable on 
this continent, it would be a shame to hen 
the convict Bell, In the mind of every sensi- 
ble man who beard the evidence, there must 
be a doubt of the prisoner’s sanity.aod there- 
fore it is to be hoped that the Lieut.-Govera- 
orand bis Executive Council will give the 
unfortunate man the benefit of shat doubt, 
and commute the sentence to imprisonment 
for life.

As it has been made a serious ground of 
complaint against the British High Joint 
Commissioners, who negotiated the Treaty of 
Washington on the part of Great Britain, by 
the great statesmen who lead the Opposition 
in the Dominion House of Commons, that 
they did not secure the free orvigation of the 
Columbia River to British subjects, it may 
be of interest to call atteation to the charac- 
ter of that river. Rev. Gustavas Hied in bis 
Descriptive Geography of Oregon thus refers to

‘The Columbia takes its rise in or about 
the 52d parallel of latitude, and runs between 
the Uaseade and Rocky Mountains over three 
hundred miles in a soutberly course throagh 
American territory, leaping over precipices 
and ruasing through canyons walled in by 
grand rocks two or three huadred teet 3ivh. 
It then turns eastward towards tbe Pacific. 
After receiting several tribataries, and form- 
ing what is called the Daiels, « cataract or 
tall of about thirty feet, it then descends 
about forty miles and forms what is called 
the Narrows, raonicg through a gorge of 
rocks where. it is hemmed ia to about two 
hundr-d feet in width, forming the most 
frightful whirlpools. It is only navigable 
for eighty wiles for small vessels, and its 
mouth receives all the waves and sterms of 
the Pacific without aay high lands to protect 
in? 

The author, in hts further description says 
it is doubtful if the river can ever be made 
sate to enter for genera! trade, and declares 
that he has known vessels to lie off and on 
for thirty days before they could sacceed in 
crossing the barat the moath of the river and 
escaping the great breakers which constantly 
toll in from the sea.

E. Cartier, who is atated to be in this mat- 
ter carrying out his promises and engage- 
ments with Mr. Brydges, and which will aot be 
fulfilled until the day when the Grand Trunk 
is absolute master in Canada. 

Itis plain from the above that this Pacific 
Railway ie likely to prove a source of vonsid- 
erable wrangling and disappointment gener- 
ally, before it is completed. Thevultures are 
already ecenting the carcase and hastening to 
the feast. Public sympathy and support can- 
not but be on the side of Sir Hugh Allan, 
however, who alone of all those concerned in 
this scramble seems truly to stand up for the 
public good.
